it has been for most of the lime since 1860. And o\ir demo- 
cratic opponents are already beginning lo fear lhal in spite of 
their most herculean efforts "standpatter" and "progressive," 
as factional designations, will be absorbed by the name -repub- 
lican which, for'over lifly years, has been a synonym for in- 
dustrial freedom and advancement and phenomenal prosper- 
ity, with bul a few breaks lo mar even in Ihe slightest degree.
